This role of loading the Polish Nation has been taken on by the Independence 
group. The most important duty and alms liave not changed much from the occu- 
pational period* Uut the methods have changed basically. Once we fought with 
weapons, today we are releasing all forest groups. Knowing the aims of our 
encsiy we warn the Nation and we show it the road to take. Y»e are a part of 
ths Nation , with roots deeply in ail Institutions, living and suffering with 
the Nation we will settle all the problems as they come up vdth our scant means* 

Having grown out of all ways of life, hardened by the fight and national 
tragedies, persecuted by foreigners, abandoned by friends, without glory, 
citation or material help we have inscribed on our flags through work and suf- 
fering to freedom of the individual, and to National Independence. This 
program must vanquish. 

2, The plans of the Big Three are very divergent, lleaLIty will not, however, 
allow prolonging this situation endlessly. A showdown in the present crisis 
will come no matter what the diplomats think or want. 

Wo must get through this temporary situation, as a nation and as individuals* 

IVe may not work with the occupying power in its aim to destroy the Nation* 

Wo may not also deny reality and in no case may we despair. Disagreeing rdth 
the Communists v,e are working in all branches of economic, political, social, 
military life in accord with the directives, wo must work, especially because 
otherwise there is either no work done or work is done by those who have sold 
out to Kuseia and are working to Poland’s detriment. 

All good Poles who have been able to keep their honesty and love of eountxy 
can rest assured that they are doing well and that the future free Fatherland 
will bo grateful to them for their honesty, their non^ompromislng attitude 
toward the freedom of the individual and the Nation’s independence on one 
hand, and the Invader on the other. 

tfe call on those who, because of the methods of tho NKVD and UD, are still 
in the forests to atop the fight f they are nor; useless and in 99% directed 
by tho NKVD » 

We admonish those v/ho lost faith and have put forv/ard "reality* 1 concepts, 
and are dlssfjninatlng doubt in the future to come to this materialistic road 
and "Volksdeutsch” short sight odneas as long as there is time. Those v/ to, in 
tholr blindness and party politics, have become a tool for the destruction of 
Poland through the Ill'll ) must remember that they will carzy the whole responsi- 
bility for all misfortunes which will befall tho country. 

The moot important duty of the Nation is to stick it out. Eveiyone should bo 
av/are of tho deep changes in our ways of thinking, our psychology and attitude* 
IVe have arrived at such a ata^e with especially the peasant class and tho 
workers, th. t if the world were to turn Communist, Poland will bo the laat to 
accept it, 

f.'c believe today more than ever that the ultimate victory belongs to the civil- 
ized .Vest and to Christianity. uq banked on th t concept in 1939, we still 
are banking on it, and in spite of great hardships we will be Victorina* 

3 . Soviet Courts In Poland 

All remember the 3oviet trials in Russia before the war. »ve aaw murder after 
murder of their loaders, political and military. often couldn’t understand 
the methods of the HKVD to get these people to 3ucii a psychological state of v 
repentance and of confession even of tlunga they never had done. ,Ve can now 
observe tho some tragi-comedy here. In a legal way vlth courts, judges, and 
prosecutors, all Soviet, and with especially devioed decrees, the best elements 
arc being liquidated, for so-called Fascism arid treason. All know how the 
Polish resistance fought the German sj nevertheless, today we are witnessing 
Communist extermination of these very people through public prosecution, con- 
doming them for collaboration with the Germans and for Fascism. The only dif- 
ference is thax the Gormans shot us without legal courts, now it Is done rdth 
legality . 
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Political trials are ,uade to indict the Independence movements in the eyes 
of the Nation, and to discredit ue in the eyes of a badly informed ;yast. 

Some months before tho elections, secret instructions wore given to the PHR 
and UB. In each conwiity at least one political trial v/as to bo stayed, 
publicly. Underline the activity of the AK, W, PSL and clergy in these 
trials. The case must be made If there are no materials to indict those, 
provocation oust be used If no other means are available. 

A aaefl of* these trials started. The most characteristic one is the case 
against Col. Rzepecki. Itzepecld was the leader of V, If J . About the middle of 
VbS hew as arrested, together with his closest collaborators. The tfB never 
disclosed the date of hie arrest; after six months in prison and during which 
the "investigation" was conducted, this man, cut off conpletely from ary con- 
tacts vdth the outsido, and put under the strongest influence of the 1,'KV‘D, 
lost faith in tho movement for independence, and arrived at the conviction that 
his basic idea had been T/arped. 

In the meantime, V.Ii; went, and is still going, in the right direction and only 
their leader under the stress of the inquisition and the methods of the MVD 
which lasted 1-1/2 years, lo3t faith in his prior thoughts, ideas and concepts. 




Ir/e hear a lot of things said about this trial, ue do not intend to defend 
anyone. It 13, however, a fact that when he was giving out namoe he did not 
implicate anyone, as the nair.es he did give out were already known. '.nan we 
watched the heroism of the lower echelon v/ho had been arrested, wo <elt a bad 
taste in the v/hoie thing, as personal safety and welfare was being ^uperiiupoaed 
over tho Interests of the movement. iVe do not care whether it i 3 right or 
wrong, we demand from the arrested leaders exemplary, and irreproaohaole be- 
havior in connection with our ideology which wo consider to be sacred. 

On the other hand we must remember that an arrested leader is no nor c in that 
position. His orders will not be carried out. Ho is not responsible for the 
orders he is issuing from prison under i.’KVU pressure. 

The whole case was conducted in view of showing up the banditry of 'ha organ- 
ization and supposedly v;as to be the coup de grace. At the same time, the 
pardon granted and the liberation of the prisoners was a new bait and the in- 
troduction to amnesty. 



Summing up we state: we have important reservations in connection with the 
deienso; v;o are glad of the pardon; we have our own opinion as to tho amnesty. 

The Nation must be prepared for more of this kind of thing. The UB is now 
preparing new cases against, ua, charging us with treasonable nctivdt, and band- 
itry, and iascionu Political trials being an iridiapenoiblo form of conquest, 
will continue during this transitory period of our existence. 

The Amnesty . 

During the latter years we have seen all sorts of swindles, treason oral falsi- 
fication. All this J.3, however, pale when compared with the last ejections. 
These will stay in tho memory of the Nation forever, without the ne./l to remind 
us by amnesties or other such performances. 

i‘<e are not concerned at this time vdth the election, bo arc spenkl of the 
amnesty. It is nothing new. In 19hli wc received orders to attack r with- 
drawing German Ar iej and to cooperate v/lth the Red iiFmy — v/e wore <• 1 no told 
to disclose our members to their High Command. This happened in Volhynla, in 
VSrllno and in Lwow, and Rzeazow. This was the first free disclosure It ended 
in all cases by arrests and often shootings of the officers, the deportation 
of [GO’S and men to Siberia,, 
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This axperienco taught the Polish Organizations in the West, anti they dis- 
persed without showing themselves to the Soviet. The NKVU did not, however, 
give up. In the prisons it forced confessions from certain leaders; thl© 
happened in Warsaw, Cracow, Rzeszow, and Silesia* The treatment of those 
who came to light varied. Those who went for complete work with the 1TB 
ware even rewarded. Others were only dlomiaced from the pooltdono thqy held* 
Ofthere again were arrested under all kinds of pretexts. All, however, were 
token cm the Herts by the UB and are steadily watched by the local culls of 
that office. 

The present amnesty le being praised to high heaven by the "bloc 1 * press; we 
hear foreign commentators and the press acknowledge it. Only the Polish 
Nation io silent. The most interested look upon it vdth irorjy and compassion. 

In connection with the amnesty, (a) All members of present-dtey organizations 
for Independence will follow strictly orders cf their leaders 5 (b) Members 
of organizations undor the first occupation (AK, BCIi, V.TU), NOV.') working in 
lower echelons, if they have not been able to ;et back Into legal life yet, 
can take advantage of the amnesty . Those in leading positions must, under all 
circumstances, become legal citizens by finding m alibi, without taking re- 
course. however, to the help cf the HKVD or the UB$ (c) Members of military 
forest groups will Immediately stop all diversionary activity and go back to 
normal life, also without tho help of tho NKVD and UB. Officers, NC0«S, and 
even men ore being liquidated unconditionally. 

Up-to-date experience teaches that Y/e cannot believe ary promises. ;;e will 
believe the true Intentions cf the UK VI) and UB after all political p\ i.aoners 
in Siberia have been liberated. This number of people, &>G0 (1^000 cximinals, 
and 2,000 political) will not appease us, nor tho 1*8,000 given out tQ the 
Min. U.E., but must involve tho 1,200,000 Poles deported, and held Ir doviet 
cempa In tho UiiSU. 

No one can blame those who are showing up. Everyone ie free to ohoo'v... Every- 
one must know how to beat- live through this, depending on local conditions, 
personal smartness and possibilities. Those v/ho do show up must keep the 
secret. Implicating comrades, especially those who did not show up, will be 
treated as treason. 

5. Latest Nows 

ta'OBt criminals who have been freed have beon trained to be informers, Great 
circumspection is ordered, wc have also noticed that some who disclosed them- 
selves have been roarrected. 

6. Quail ficatl ons . 

All know that the "bloc" political parties, trade unions, economic associa- 
tions, social arid youth organizations are led from above by the PPR. 

(PSL Nowe Vtyzwolenia-itek; PPii - Szwolbo and oaobka; SL - Kor/.yclci; SI - Chein, 
Rstyraowoki; ) This makes for the difference betv/een tho acmoeph re of 0 masses 
and the decisions of the leaders. 

Outside oi’ tho pushing in of KCMs into organizations, wo also are witnessing 
tho advancement of the least valuable elements in these organization;. This is 
by no moans an accident, it is according to the directives of the 1*1;. leador- 
ohip (secret) who have decided what tho qualification are to be for » r bloc M 
agents. The outstanding qualifications are: 

(1) A weak and easily influenced character 

(2) Money-grabbing and career seeking at any price 

(3) Smartness, and turn-coat imr, under PPR orders 

( ( h ) Good speak ora. People who always have their mouths full of 

patriotic and political slogans.

7* PFR plana for tho near future . 

Even before the elections PPIi started its action to destroy the legal opposi- 
tion and the underground. PSL, from their point of view, is already on its 
last legs.
